THE IVORYTON PLAYHOUSE 


When the doors first opened at THE IVORYTON PLAY- 
HOUSE there were very few ae who appeared for the 
performances, and the telephone in the box office was not busy 
at all! That was back in 1930. It was a brand new idea then... 
this idea of theatre in the country during the summer months, 
and many people thought it was a crazy one. 

The managing director of the Ivoryton Playhouse that first 
summer was the same gentleman who guides its activities today. 
He was a man of the theatre, and it was both his profession and 
his hobby. He had thought it would be a very pleasant way to 
spend his summer, and he had recruited an enthusiastic company 
of actors from among his friends. There was just enough en- 
thusiasm among the local patrons of the theatre to make up 
audiences for eight weeks in 1930. To most, it seemed a pleasant 
sort of novelty. To Milton Stiefel, however, it was more than a 
lark. He came back the following summer, and Ivoryton opened 
its doors for its second season. 

And there began the history of the Ivoryton Playhouse. The 
story of the growth of this theatre is actually the history of the 
whole summer theatre industry. Each season ‘that followed those , 
first two saw more and more interest in this idea of theatre in the 
country. As the interest grew, the theatre grew, and soon it 
became famous. Ivoryton became an institution. 

Through the doors of this famous playhouse have passed some 
of the theatre’s most important personages. Katherine Hepburn 
made her debut at Ivoryvton in 1931. The list of names that fol- 
lowed her through the Ivoryton doors to fame is a long one. As 
vou look back over old programs, though, you can not miss 
Celest Holme, Cornel Wilde, Willard Parker, Penny Singleton,

As Ivoryton approaches its twentieth anniversary, Summer 
Theatre moves into the status of a full-fledged theatrical indus- 
try. It is now Big Business. The Ivoryton Playhouse and its 
management is proud, indeed, of the part it has played in mak- 
ing summer theatre what it is today. Ivoryton is grateful to its 
patrons who made that part possible. 

There are those who wonder now what the next chapter in the 
history of this institution will bring. Is the next step to enlarge 
the theatre in order to accommodate the ever-growing audiences? 
Some patrons argue that to do that would be to sacrifice the 
“charm” and the “intimacy” of the Playhouse. Other patrons 
insist that Ivoryton must accept the challenge of its inevitable 
growth. The management at Ivoryton is, frankly, at a loss to 
know which faction presents the accurate picture. 

Next season this pioneer summer theatre will be twenty years 
old. It will be a milestone worthy of celebration. The eager sum- 
mer theatre-goers who will want to be part of that celebration 
are growing in number each week of each season. Will the 
theatre be able to accommodate them all? That is the question 
before the house!
